The 
author traces the genealogy of the family in America for 24h years and 
relates many interesting incidents ranging from Indian warfare to 
Civil War happenings in Washington County.

ilies living in Pope County in 1830 —- Jeremiah, Jesse, John, Joseph 
and Josiah, Another name on the 1830 Pope County census list that has 
a sentimental association with our own county is that of Mrs, Persis 
Lovely, widow of the man for whom old Lovely County was named.

EDITOR'S NOTE 

(Since receiving this transcript of the "Acts of Liberty Church" 
from Mr, Rothrock, we have been trying to find out where the Liberty 
Baptist Church was located and how it got its name, Some think there 
was a community near Springdale called Liberty, This may be correct, 
in the light of the following paragraph from an old account of the 
organization of the Springdale Methodist Church, also at Liberty: 

"The Methodist Episcopal Church of Springdale was organized at Lib- 
erty, an abandoned village 2 miles from Springdale, The organization 
at Liberty is approximated as 1852, The property was sold and the con- 
gregation established at Springdale in 1870, the congregation purchas- 
ing a one-fourth interest in the Primitive Baptist building," 

That Liberty was a community is also indicated by several passages 
in Mr. Rothrock!s article that follows, as for example: "September 1877 
The Baptist Church of Christ worshipping at Liberty," 

If Liberty is really "an abandoned village 2 miles from Springdale", 
it is the most completely forgotten town in Washington County, A com— 
munity that gave birth to the Springdale Methodist Church in 1852 and 
to the Springdale Baptist Church in 1870 deserves attention from his- 
torians. We would like to hear from anybody who can give us any in- 
formation about Liberty." -- W.J.Lemke)

November, After preaching by Brother Wm, Slaughter, the church went 
into conference. On Sunday following, : Brother E°A.Ellis was received 
by letter from Warrensburg, Tennessee, . Sister Tenna Coffelt applied 
for letter and it was granted, 


December. After preaching by Elder John Mayes, the Church went into 
conference, Sister S.E.Chumly was received by letter from Spring Creek 
Church. The committee on purchase of the School House lot reported 
having raised nearly all the money, By motion of Brother Searcy the 
Church agreed to change the name of Liberty to Springdale Church, No 
other business offering, the conference closed, 


Thus ended the "acts of Liberty Church". The Church Covenant of 
Liberty Church is identical, word for word, with the Church Covenant 
of its successor, the First Baptist Church of Springdale, irkansas. 
These articles of faith have not been reworded, then, for upwards of a 
century, perhaps longer. 


Two Descendants of County's First Families Die 


The death of Mr. Roy Williams on May 12 and of Judge B. F. Campbell 
on May 16 removed descendants of two of the first families to settle 
in what is now Washington County. 

When the Cane Hill pioneers arrived in 1827, they found six families 
living in the southwestern corner of what is now Washington County -- 
one Alexander, one Shannon, two Simpsons, and two McGarrahs, Judge 
Campbell (96) was a grandson of William Simpson; Roy Williams (70) a 
great-grandson of William McGarrah, You can't go back any farther than 
that in Washington County, 


Judge Campbell would have been 97 years old if he had lived till 
July. He was the son of James McCutcheon Campbell and Minerva Marrs 
(Simpson) Campbell. He was the second youngest of 15 chiidren and the 
last to die. His paternal grandfather was David Campbell, who was the 
son of Gordon Campbell who came to America with his bride (Rhoda Den- 
ton) about 1782, 


The father of Roy Williams was Alfred L. Williams, who was the son 
of Thomas W. Williams, Thomas Williams was born in Washington County 
1832, the son of David Williams who settled in the county about 1829. 
Roy Williams' paternal grandmother was Sarah McGarrah Williams, who 
wes the daughter of William McGarrah, first settler on the site of 
Fayetteville in 1828. The mother of Roy Williams was Josie Maguire 
Williams, who was the daughter of Hosea Maguire who came to Washington 
County with his parents about 1830. 


Both Judge Campbell and Mr, Williams were members of our historical 
society, We shall miss their interest and support. We wish it were 


possible to print a report of their reunion with their pioneer ances-— 
tors,

A, Walden, Confederate soldier and Methodist minister whose 30-year 
diary (1861-1891) was published by our Washington County Historical 
Society. James Walden's daughter - and only surviving child - is Mrs, 
J. P. Ricks of Hutchinson, Kansas, I met her in the home of Mrs, J. 
Frank Deaver in Springdale. MissJobelle Holcombe, who knew Edna Walden 
(Mrs. Ricks) when both were in their teens, went with me. It was an 
unusual experience to witness the meeting of two persons who hadn't 
seen each other in 60 years.

From "The Journals of James A. Walden, Confederate Soldier" 
No. 4 in the WCHS Bulletin Series 


Nov. 26, 1861 — We passed down Richland Creek, which runs into White 
River, crossed the latter stream, or rather first or east prong of it, 
at Maguire's Store. Extensive preparations are made here for the Art- 
illery and some Cavalry to winter. 

Nov. 27, 1861 - By 10 a.m, we made our debut in Fayetteville and en- 
camped on the College grounds. This little city is a considerable 
place for this country; its houses are quite neat, Some of the boys 
were drunk today. 


Feb, 17, 1862 ~ When we reached Huntsville, efforts were being made 
to get volunteers, Dr.Taylor was addressing quite a large crowd in the 
street, Excitement prevails in every breast, as the enemy has advanced 
to the Arkansas line and fighting is going on; the fire of artillery 
has been distinctly heard at this place. 

Feb, 18, 1862 - We passed on nearly all night. Col. Mitchell's regi- 
ment, the 14th Arkansas, is passing on to the Army and we are with 
them at the ford of White River, We hear the fire of artillery and 
doubtless by tomorrow's sun we will be engaged, Later, Have arrived at 
our camp, 3-4 mile north of Mud Town in Benton County. 


Mar. 4 — We took up the line of march for the enemy at 7 o'clock and 
are camped at Cato's, 54 miles from Fayetteville. Some skirmishing. 
Our company has only 59 men able for duty out of 82. 

Mar, 5 - Left camp early, stopped just in sight of Fayetteville, and 
Price's men went in advance of us. We obtained a good view of nearly 
all of the Infantry as they passed a small prairie west of Fayette- 
ville on the Elm Springs road, We have marched 17 miles and are pretty 
tired, Momentarily expecting to be brought into action. 


Mar, 10 - We passed through Fayetteville about sunset. Stay at a Mr. 
Cravens; he is a clever man, lives in the hills 2 miles north of Judge 
D. Walker's on White River, 

Mar, ll - We reached the Regiment today on its retreat across the 
county. None of our company killed but great many missing. 

Mar, 12 - I am 19 years old today. The Army is nearer starved and 
aa to death than whipped. We are taking the direction of the Arkansas 

iver, 

Mar. 13 - We left the Middle Fork and crossed the mountains on to 
the West Fork of White River. Camped about 2 p.m. 

Mar. 14 - A continuous rain has been falling. All night we stood in 
it and bore it as best we could. Our train is beyond our reach, so 
nothing to eat, We are on what is called Little Frog Bayou,

Nov. 9, 1875 - I attended the White River circuit and preached on 
Sunday, These brethren are poor, but not so poor that they are under

Sept. 7, 1875 - The Greathouse campmeeting closed last night. Hight 
preachers present, This is the first campmeeting I ever held and the 
second I ever attended. We have a good shed 60x40, There were a 
great many campers and the behavior was good.

May 29, 1879 - Attended the Decoration of Confederate graves at Fay- 
etteville, A very large concourse of people were present. Speech by 
Judge J.M.Pittman, Music by the Maysville and Farmington bands. 


Sept. 24, 1879 - At & p.m, today I joined two couples in marriage -- 
George W.Droke of Benton County to Miss Joe Campbell,and Hosea Maguire 


to Miss Kate Campbell, daughters of a Widow Campbell of Middle Fork of

Oct. 27, 1879 ~ Our meeting at Farmington resulted in nothing visi- 
ble. Whiskey, whoredom and worldliness hold the sinners of that place

MUSTER ROLL OF CAPTAIN RIEFF'S COMPANY 
OF MOUNTED VOLUNTEERS 


(Through the courtesy of Ted R. Worley, executive secretary of the 
Arkansas History Commission, FLASHBACK is able to present the muster 
roll of the company of Confederate volunteers, organized by Americus 
V. Rieff at Fayetteville in June 1861. Mr.Worley writes: "The roll is 
of unusual interest because of its form and type of information. Mus- 
ter rolls generally did not describe the men.This roll is of a company 
not at first in Confederate service, as was generally the case the 
first few months, Probably each captain devised the details of the 
roll to suit himself, Describing men and horses in a company after all 
seems very sensible, The personal descriptions are of considerable in- 
terest as showing the age for instance of what was probably a typical 
volunteer outfit at the beginning of the war.There's some ethnological 
interest too. Brown eyes were scarce in northwest Arkansas in 1861.")

Pulaski County Historical Review 


The June issue of the Pulaski County Historical Review is an out- 
standing number, It contains an excellent account of the life of Sand- 
ford C. Faulkner, the "original Arkansaw Traveler"; a history of Mt, 
Holly Cemetery in Little Rock, where are buried more illustrious dead 
than in any other Arkansas cemetery; and an article titled "An Account 
Book of the 1840's", The last-named article is based on an account 
book kept by Edward H, Walden, Little Rock brick contractor, He was 
the father of the Rev. James A, Walden of Springdale, whose "Journals! 
were published by the WCHS. 


The March issue of the Pulaski County Historical Review carried an 
article on the "Watkins-Stevenson Family" that should be of interest 
to Washington County historians, The "Stevenson" of the article is the 
Rev, William W. Stevenson, who was in and out of Washington County in 
the early days, He was a close friend of the Rev.Andrew Buchanan, with 
whom he had entered the Cumberland Presbyterian ministry in 1826, As a 
mmater of record ( Col. J,P.Neal's account), William W. Stevenson was 
among those present to welcome Andrew Buchanan on his arrival at the 
site of Prairie Grove in 1829, 

The Review article, written by Margaret Smith Ross, says: "Rev. 
William Wilson Stevenson was born in South Carolina on Jan, 29, 1797, 
the son of James Graham and -~----~ Wilson Stevenson. His father died in 
1802, and his mother later was married to George W. Reed, The Reed 
family moved to Arkansas in 1811, settling near Batesville."' Members 
of the Reed and Stevenson families moved farther west (to the Cherokee 
country) and about 1829 were living in the newly-created Washington 
County, J. Fay Reed, who is a member of the WCHS, is a descendant of 
the George W. Reed named in the Review article. Mrs. Nell S. Garner 
of Route 1, Van Buren, is a descendant of William Stevenson's brother 
Samuel, Incidentally, Mrs, Garner is planning to publish a booklet of 
family history this fall, on the 100th anniversary of the building of 
the Stevenson home in Crawford County, in which she is still living, 


Tour of Middle Fork Valley 


A tour of old cemeteries in the Middle Fork valley drew some 80 mem- 
bers of our Society and visitors to Elkins on Sunday, April 25, where 
a half hour was spent in’ the hundred-year-old Stokenbury cemetery. 
Graves of such pioneers as Robert McCamy, Hosea Maguire, Davy Williams, 
and others were visited. Tom Feathers told about the early postoffices 
of that section and J.P.Stokenburg, great-grandson of the first county 
judge (Robert McCamy), contributed some interesting information, 

From Elkins the tour went to the Reese cemetery south of Sulphur 
City, where are buried pioneer members of the Mankins, Tharp, Head, 
Long, Shook and other families, The vault that houses the dust of 
Peter Mankins Sr.,who died at the age of 111, received most attention. 

The last stop was at the Whitehouse cemetery, where are buried pio- 
neer members of the Hannah, Henson, Hunt, Carter, Arnett and other 
families, Several descendants of these pioneer families were present 
and contributed information about the early days. A perfect day and 
the presence of many old-timers made this a most enjoyable tour. 


Pilgrimage to Elm Springs 


A pilgrimage to Elm Springs and Thornsberry was sponsored by the 
WCHS on May 23. More thana hundred persons gathered at the Elm Springs 
cemetery and heard speakers tell about the Elm Springs Male and Female 
Academy, old families, postoffices, Civil War incidents, etc. The Rev.

WEST FORK 


West Fork's beautiful cemetery, located just north of the town on a 
high bluff, has a magnificent view in all directions, It overlooks the 
river, the railroad, and Highway 71 on the east, and the town of West 
Fork on the south, Here are buried many of the first-comers to the 
White River valley, including such pioneer names as Quinton, Bloyed, 
Gilbreath, Winn and many others. The cemetery dates back to the 1830's 
and is one of the county's older burial grounds, There are more than 
300 field stone markers, which differ from similar headstones found in 
other old Washington County graveyards in that they are not rough 
stones but have been crudely shaped and many still show weathered in- 
scriptions, with dates in the 1840!s and 1850's, 


An unusual feature of the West Fork cemetery is the many official

RIEFF'S CHAPEL, near Cato Springs 


The century-old Reiff's Chapel churchyard has a beautiful location atop 
a hill just southwest of Cato Springs. A stone wall encloses the cemetery 
and a solitary pine tree stands in the center. The cemetery was started 
about 1840 as the Rieff family's burying-ground. 


Three well-built sandstone vaults are a distinctive feature of this 
cemetery. The oldest one contains the remains of Mrs,Mary Alexander Rieff 
(1821-1845). Another is the burial place of Mrs.Polly Brinson (died 1853). 
The third is the grave of the wife of John Rieff, founder of the family 
line in Washington County. It bears this inscription: "Here lies Hannah, 
the wife of my youth, the mother of my children. Born Dec, 12th, 1781; 
died Apr, 17th, 1853. John Rieff." John Rieff's grave is nearby, but 
only a fragment remains of his tombstone.

HOWELL CEMETERY, 2 miles south of Moffitt 


Pioneer names are numerous in this century-old cemetery, 6& miles 
south of Prairie Grove --— Hannah, Mallicoat, Cavin, Howell, Harrison, 
Jones, and others, There are hundreds of field-stone markers, all in 
long neat rows, 


The oldest and most unique gravestones are four deeply—chiseled sand- 
stone markers over the graves of four Howell children who died in 
1855 -- W. Larken Howell (1833-1855), Mary Howell (? - 1855), Sarah 
Howell (1837-1855), John Howell (1843-1855). It is useless to specu- 
late on the tragedy that struck this quartet of teen-agers nearly a 
century ago, It is quite possible that they were the children of Wiley 
B. Howel (his old headstone spells the name with a single "1") (1812- 
1876) and his wife Elisabeth (1811-1865). Near the elder Howells are 
J.E,Howell (1848-1928) and his wife Margarett C. Howell (1845-1906). 


Patriarch of the Hannah clan is John F. Hannah (1797-1879). Beside 
him lies Elisabeth Hannah (1827-1872). Both have interesting old tomb- 
stones, Other Hannahs buried here are:

COMBS CHAPEL 


The Combs cemetery, 2 miles southeast of Fayetteville, is one of the 
county's larger graveyards. It contains many tombstones of the 1850's 
and 1860's, and the hundreds of fieldstone markers suggest a much 
earlier use. The cemetery is located on a knoll, from which an excell- 
ent view of Fayetteville can be had. The chapel, which stood beside 
the cemetery entrance, was long a familiar landmark, 


Combs cemetery contains numerous heavy carved gravestones, with 
ornamental upper edges and inscribed with the quaint lettering of a 
century ago, These headstones are usually accompanied by plain or 
initialed footstones, Among the well-preserved old sandstone markers 
in the Combs buryimg ground are: 

John Rogers (1827-1865) - stone has arched top and paneled front 

Horace Watrous (1811-1858) and Sarah M. Watrous (1847-1860) 

Jeremiah Sutton (1803-1859) - stone broken but a fine old marker

died in 1866 - four deaths in one family during the war years, 


In the center of this graveyard is a tall cedar that shades the 
Combs family lot, One of the most impressive monuments in the entire 
county marks the last resting place of the pioneers, Nathan Combs 
(1830-1898) and his wife Elizabeth (1831-1900). Beside them are J. G. 
Combs (1855-1925) and Martha Combs (1860-1940). Also in the Combs en- 
closure is a marble shaft that marks the grave of Capt. George Cline 
(1789-1868), who fought in the War of 1812, and his wife Elizabeth 
(1797-1878).

FRIENDSHIP CEMETERY 


What is probably the largest rural cemetery in Washington County is 
the churchyard located at the Friendship Baptist Church, about 3 miles 
east of Springdale. This church was organized in 1847 and the cemetery 
was started shortly thereafter, Field-stones were used as grave mark- 
ers in the 50!s but there are many fine old tombstones of the 1860's. 
Among the several thousand graves in the cemetery are those of hun-

VINEY GROVE 


This 100-year-—old burial place of Viney Grove pioneers has almost. 
vanished, What must once have been a beautiful cemetery on the south- 
ern slope of a hill a half mile west of the village of Viney Grove is 
today a pasture -- and not much of that. Mostly bare ground with an 
occasional patch of underbrush marks the site, Cows and horses have 
tumbled the gravestones, broken them, and the elements have done the 
rest. Only ten stones remain standing, and when they fall or are car- 
ried away, Viney Grove cemetery will be no more, 


Following a path that a cow had made into the brush, I came upon a 
fine old sandstone marker -- the grave of Moses Edmiston "who departed 
this life 1857 aged 35." Another sandstone marker nearby, probably 
also an Edmiston, bore the initials "S.N.E." and the date 1854. The 
Edmistons were among the earliest comers to Washington County, and, 
judging by these two tombstones and the ruins of a burial vault, were 
people of importance, The only other Edmiston gravestone left at Viney 
Grove is that of Rachel F., wife of G.W.Edmiston (1848-1884), 

Names are legible on the headstones of A,B.Darman (1841-?), William 
Berley, J. G. Johnson (1854-1900), and John R. Howard (1863-1888) and 
his children, 

Depressed by the neglect which this cemetery has suffered, I was 
turning to leave when a flash of metal in a clump of brush caught my 
eye. I parted the briers and there was revealed a metal U.D.C. marker, 
with the star and inscription "C.S.A.Veteran 1861-65", But who he was 
is now known only to the Great Historian, 


Overland Mail Centennial in 1958 


When I was reading the April issue of the Missouri Historical Quar- 
terly, I ran across a note that the Centennial of the Overland Mail 
(of which the Butterfield Stage Route was the most important part) 
would be celebrated in 1958 with a nation-wide observance, The item 
gave the name of the chairman as Dr,.H.Bailey Carroll of Austin, Texas. 
I immediately wrote Dr.Carroll a letter and asked him for details, He 
replied and sent me a copy of the October 1953 issue of the Southwest— 
ern Historical Quarterly, from which I learn that the Arkansas sub- 
committee of the Overland Mail Centennial Committee is composed of the 
following: 

Claude A, Rankin, Little Rock, chairman; Dyrsey D. Jones, Fayctte- 
ville; Ted R. Worley, Little Rock; Boyd Schafer (now gone); and J. H. 
Atkinson, Little Rock, 


Why this observance of the Overland Mail Centennial and the appoint- 
ment of an Arkansas committee has not been more widely publicized, IL 
do not know, The omission of Van Buren and Fort Smith on the Arkansas 
Committee is inexcusable, The Butterfield Route, possibly the most 
important link on the Southern route of the Overland Mail, had four 
important stops in Arkansas -= Elkhorn, Fayetteville, Van Buren and 
Fort Smith, The WCHS certainly intends to observe the Butterfield 
Centennial. 


_ At the state historical meeting at Clarksville May 8, I talked with 

Mr, and Mrs, Hugh Park of Van Buren, whose home stands on Signal Hill, 

where the horn was blown that signaled the approach of the Overland 

Mail, I assured them that our Washington County society would cooperate 
with Crawford County in any observance of the Overland Mail Centennial. 
Fort Smith, importantjundtion on the Butterfield Route, is able to 

look after its own interests. The WCHS does not intend to let the 

"Jackass Mail" (San Antonio to San Diego) or any other section of the 

Overland Mail take the play away from the Boston Mountain section 

(Tipton, Mo., to Fort Smith, Ark.). We will celebrate the centennial 
of the Overland Mail in Benton, Washington and Crawford counties, Ark- 

ansas, in 1958, That's a promise, 


A Complimentary Letter 

Major General C. T. Harris, Jr., USA (retired) of Washington, D.C., 
recently received a copy of the special issue of FLASHBACK, which we 
published on the 90th anniversary of the Battle of Prairie Grove, and 
wrote us the following letter: 

"I extend to you my sincere thanks for this interesting account of 
Cane Hill and Prairie Grove battles. I have read the booklet carefully 
and followed the movements described by Hindman and Blunt on maps, and 
I must say I know a great deal more about these battles than I ever 
did before, 

"My father, a 16-year-old Confederate soldier at that time, was in 
both battles as a member of Fagan's Brigade of Shoup!ts Division under 
Hindman, He was slightly wounded at Cane Hill by a fragment of shell 
striking a knife in his hip pocket, leaving a knife-shaped bruise on 
his back sides. The wound was not too serious, however, as he was 
present for duty and engaged in the Battle of Prairie Grove. 

"In reading the text it is interesting to note that each cammandex 
over-estimates his opponent's strength and losses by about 3 to 1 and 
each claims a complete victory. Human nature never changes,

State Historical Association Meets at Clarksville 


Several of our WCHS members attended the annual-convention of the 
Arkansas Historical Association at Clarksville May 7-8, listened to 
several interesting "papers" and an excellent address (by Dr. E.E,Dale 
of Oklahoma), and indulged in a confused 2-hour "business meeting," 


Dr, Dale's talk was about Elias Boudinot and incouded a number of 
references to that illustrious Cherokee!s Fayetteville period, Dr,Dale 
spoke at a 3-hour banquet, of which two hours werd devoted to a school 
girl from Germany, a contralto from Mountain Home, and much personal 
chit-chat. This, of course, was a terrific handicap for the visiting 
speaker, but, being a scholar and a gentleman, Dr, Dale survived the 
ordeal. My advice (unsolicited) is that in the future the guest speak- 
er be called on first, and the miscellany follow afterwards. That 


would give the banqueteers who are short on sleep a chance to leave 
early. 


As for the state association's business session, I am quite sure 
that no secretary could have taken down the mixture of motions, reso- 
lutions and comments covering such matters. as Gazette editorials, 
Newton County marble, Governor Pope's portrait, Arkansas Post, Texas, 
the Southern Historical Association, old books and new maps, Dwight 
Mission, county historical societies, the Old State House, the teach- 
ing of history in grade and high schools, and many other subjects. 
This unusual "business" session suggests the need for an audience- 
participation program, That would give every member -- zealot for a 
particular cause -- a chance to let his (or her) hair down and would 
make for an interesting session, It would give me a chance to plead 
for ghost towns and for violent men of pioneer days, including Cane 
Hill's "Committee of 30" who hanged five men after an informal trial; 
and John Wilson, speaker of the House, who stabbed Mr,Anthony to death 
on the floor of the Assembly in the Old State House at Little Rock. 


The curator of the Old State House, in a talk at Clarksville, said 
that the thousands of visitors to the Old State House are shown and 
told the pleasant and genteel side of pioneer life, This, of course, 
is propaganda, not history, Pioneer days, whether in Arkansas or else- 


where, were rough, tough and violent... The knife and the gun were 
necessary for survival, 


The feature of the AHA program at Clarksville that I liked best was 
a tour of historical points, culminating at Spadra Bluff, The pioneers 
who came up the Arkansas River and landed at that historic spot 125 
years ago did not have it as difficult as some 50 history enthusiasts 
who on May 7, 1954, penetrated the mud and brush to stand on the spot 
where the redoubtable Matthew Lyon operated a century ago-- Old Spadra, 
the vanished county seat of Johnson County. There is nothing at Spadra 
today except the underbrush and a few sunken graves, But in itsday it 
was an important river landing and trading post. 


A bright spot in the Historical Association's 9th annual convention 
was the report of the secretary-treasurer, Dr, Henry M. Alexander, who 
announced that the state association had finally passed the 1,000 mark 
in membership and was "out of the red! financially, Dr,Alexander, who 
retired after ten years of service, was given a standing vote of
